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The after final amendment has not been properly presented. Some of the 
claims have improper status identifiers. Note that claims 34-36 and 38 are 
part of the elected subject matter and yet are indicated as being 
Withdrawn. If the claims had proper identifiers, the amendment could still 
not be entered. It is noted that applicants have made amendents to at least 
one claim, namely 33, without underlining entries and deleting text. 

If the AF amendment could have been entered it would have 
overcome the rejection under par.two as well as the objection to claim 18. 
However the rejection under par.one would still remain for claims 34-36 
and 38 which are not limited to treating male sexual dysfunction despite 
applicants' assertion that they are. 

Additionally, the rejection under 103 would remain for claims 
1,3,4,5 and 32. Some of applicants' arguments are a rehash of that 
presented in the previous response. Applicants' new argument that Buzas 
(GB'080) does not exemplify any species with R1 as alkyl is noted but not 
persuasive as alkyl as a choice is preferred as stated on p.1 of the GB 
document and especially preferred are alkyls having up to 4 carbon atoms 
which are those exemplified in claim 5. Also this new argument is not 
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entirely applicable to claims 1 ,3,4 and 32 which permit alkenyl at R1 so the 
only difference between these compounds and #1 of Buzas (GB'523) is in 
the "L" chain previously discussed which chain length is taught by Buzas 
('080). Applicants' reliance on evidence to overcome the rejection cannot 
be considered since it does not comply with 37 CFR 1.116 and would 
require more than a cursory review. Additionally, any evidence that may be 
presented in response to this action by way of a RCE request must be 
presented in verified form by way of a Declaration or Affidavit to be 
accorded any legal weight. 

Additionally, the after final response is not responsive to the 
restriction requirement. There are many claims drawn to nonelected subject 
matter that do not qualify as subject matter that can be later rejoined. Note 
the comments made by the examiner in the action mailed 9/28/06 on p.2.
